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REMARKS 

In the Office Action issued on May 2, 2007, claims 54 and 56-67 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §101 as directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 1-7, 9, 10, and 12-79 are now 
pending in this application. Claim 54 was amended to overcome its rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§101. No new matter has been added. The Applicant would like to thank the Examiner for 
acknowledging the allowable subject matter of claims 1-7, 9, 10, 12-53, and 68-79. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. §101 

Claim 54 and 56-67 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 as directed to non-statutory 
subject matter. The Applicant has amended claim 54 so that it claims a useful, tangible concrete 
result. In addition, support for the recited computer readable medium can be found in Fig. 2 of 
the drawings. Accordingly, the Applicant believes that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §101 has 
been overcome and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claims 56-67 depend from claim 54, and thus overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§101 for the same reasons discussed with respect to claim 54.

Based on the foregoing, all claims are believed allowable, and an allowance of the claims 
is respectfully requested.
